Aged Professor 
ills Wife And

The victims of the tragedy, which 
was revealed in a note written to 
a friend by the former Redlands 
University professor and dean, are 
Mrs. Abbie Melton, 55, and George 
L. Melton, 66. 
Police sa*d the murder and sui­ 
cide occurred Monday, but it was 
not discovered until M. B. Kerr, a 
friend, received a note, telling of the 
killing of Mrs. Melton and Melton’s 
suicide plans, and enclosing a key to 
the Melton home. 
Worry over financial troubles was 
believed to have prompted the act.

The case, arising out of the city’s 
allegation that the company’s sched­ 
ule is “discriminatory and unreason­ 
able,” was originally set for hearing 
before Commissioner S. Ray Shelby 
of the Public Service Commission. 
At the suggestion of Shelby that 
time might be saved in settling the 
m atter through agreement of coun­ 
sel, no witnesses were called and 
the hearing resolved into a confer­ 
ence. 
Separate Hearing Needed 
Three cases of discrimination were 
alleged by the city, but one—that 
regarding terms of the municipal 
contract—was excluded by Shelby, 
who pointed out it was a contract, 
not a rate case, and that a separ­ 
ate hearing on thLs 
m atter 
was 
necessary. 
The other two 
cases, 
relative to terms of the company’s 
rate schedule and 
domestic 
and 
commercial rates, were considered. 
Robert White, city solicitor and 
members of council, appeared for 
the city, while the Power company 
was represented by Homer Swaney, 
Beaver Falls. 
L. B. Round. New­ 
castle, vice president and general 
manager of the company, was also 
present. 
The conference w'as agreed upon 
after the hearing opened. 
Shelby, 
‘ pointing out the parties had already 
agreed on “two-thirds of the prob­ 
lem”—the figures on operating costs 
and valuation—only one m atter of 
dispute, that of taxes, remained to 
be settled.

structed of carefully fitted cut stone 
and present a very pleasing appear­ 
ance.
